Wew York, July 28.—[Special.]—The East- 
ern branch of the coming Republican cam- 


paign will be conducted from a splendid 


suite of eleven rooms on the fourth floor of 
the Metropolitan Life Building, facing on 
Madison Spuare, in this city, as was tele- 
graphed to THE TRIBUNE last night. 

Marcus A. Hanna, Chairman of the Re- 
publican National committee, came to New 
York this morning to confer with party 
leaders in the East in the interest of the 
McKinley sound money campaign. _ 

Aside from informal talks with personal 
friends and politicians, the selection of the 
headquarters was all that was accomplished 
the first day. But there will be important 
conferences and meetings, lasting through- 
ut the week, which will probably be the 
‘limit of Mr. Hanna’s stay in Gotham. 

Mr. Hanna arrived in;New York at 10:50 
o'clock today on the Michigan Central rail- 
road. S. M. Calloway, a Cleveland mer- 
chant, accompanied him. He greeted the 
half-dozn Republicans who were present 


“to meet him, declined newspaper interviews, 
and hurried to the Waldorf, where he un- 


derwent a grooming at the hands of the 
barber of that hostelry. 

Meanwhile Pdlice Commissioner Frederick 
D. Grant, Amosa Thornton, and Gen. Will- 
jam H. Osborne were waiting for him, and 
when he reappeared each had a short con- 
ference with him. ; 

Talks Purely Informal. 

“Purely informal” was all Mr. Hanna 
would say regarding them. 

Soon after luncheon Mr. Hanna, accompa- 
nied by Gen. Osborne, went over to the 
Metropolitan Life Building and inspected the 
suite. They met with the Chairman’s ap- 
proval, and, as has been said, will ‘be en- 
gaged. They may be occupied tomorrow, 
and it is possible that the first meeting of the 
Executive committee will be held there. 

When Mr. Hanna returned to the Waldorf 
fully a score of people were waiting to meet 
him. Ex-Gov. Alonzo P. Cornell was one 
of the visitors. . He had never met Mr. Han- 
na, but the Cleveland leader knew all about 
him and gave the veteran Republican a 
warm reception. 

A little old man, with a high, narrow fore- 
head, long, gray hair and whiskers enough 
to entitle him to a seat at a Populist conven- 
tion, buttonholed Mr. Hanna as soon as he 
had turned away from Mr. Cornell. He gave 


his name as Judge Reilly, and in a loud and

MRS. YARDE-BULLER TELLS HER STORY 


Accuses Her English Husband of Hav- 
ing Beaten and Abused Her When 
She Had No Money. 


[SPECIAL CABLE.] 
London, July 28.—(Copyrighted, 1896,- by 
the New York Journal.}—The Yarde-Buller 
divorce case trails its disagreeable course in 


_court with multiplying revelations of the 


misfortunes that come to American giris 
who marry abroad for the privilege of en- 
riching fortune hunters. 

Mrs. Yarde-Buller, the respondent, was 
Sworn today. She said that on their wed- 
ding day, while riding in a carriage, Yarde- 
Buller asked her how much money she had. 
She answered £7, whereupon he said he had 
none and struck her in the face. 

Thus began a ten-days’ honeymoon in the 
country. He was declared bankrupt in 1888, 
and she went to California. He followed, 
and they camped in the woods two months, 
her father, Gen. Kirkham, providing money. 

In 1891 he left her in America for ten 
months and then rejoined her. They re- 
turned to England and he soon left her for 
ten weeks, because, he said, she was so vile 
he could not live with her. He left her 
alone with a dog while her father was dying 
miles away, “ because of this man.” 

About this time a newspaper printed a 
paragraph stating that she had been lefta 
fortune. So Yarde-Buller returned to her 
and was constantly wondering when remit- 
tances would come. She said she got sums 
occasionally from her mother, and would 
come into a share of the estate when her 
mother died. She continued that, in 1893, 
Yarde-Buller abused her and it was because 
she had no money that she had then dis- 
missed the servants. 

Her husband had taken her by the hair of 
her head, and frequently swore. her. Once 
he kicked her in the side, and afterward she 
left the house. 

She admitted hitting him with a fire rake, 
but this was on account of his conduct. 
She never struck a man before, and hoped 
never to have to strike another. She de- 
nied having gone to a concert hall whén she 
had been forbidden. She said Yarde-Buller 
took her there, and bought tickets with her 
money. They went’to a restaurant, where 
he left her, taking her money and not paying 
the bill. A woman named Violet, who was 
sitting near, settled the bill, and said she 
knew Yarde-Buller, and if he was the wit- 
ness’ husband’ she (Violet) was sorry for her. 

As to the corespondent, Gadesden, she de- 
nied that she ever addressed him as “ Val 
dear.”” She said Gadesden came to England 
simply and solely as her agent, to arrange 
her affairs and protect her from the violence 
of Yarde-Buller. Gadesden was paid a 
guinea a day and his expenses. Her two sons 
were living at Churston Court when Gades- 
den stopped there. Gadesden has been liv- 
ing under the same roof as herself since De- 


' cember by an arrangement approved by her 


family.

MAJ. ARMES AYOIDS COURT'S ORDER. 


Goes Fishing Instead of Paying the 
Alimony to His Ex-Witfe, Although 
He Is Worth $250,000. 


Washington, D. C., July 28.—[{Special.]— 
Maj. George A. Armes, the retired army of- 
ficer who gained notoriety by tweaking Gen. 
Beaver’s nose because of a failure to receive 
an appointment as one of the aides at the: 
inauguration of President Harrison and was 
subsequently arrested by a file of soldiers 
late at night for sending a threatening com- 
munication to Lieut.-Gen. Schofield, is again 
in trouble growing out of divorce proceed- 
ings instituted by his wife. 

An order of court was obtained to compel 
Armes to pay alimony and counsel fees 
amounting in all to about $300, but the 
Major skippe& ouf of Washington and 
caused the story to be circulated that he 
had gone fishing in the St. Lawrence River. 

It transpires, however, that instead of be- 
ing in Canada, the supposed fugitive from 
justice is at Takoma Park, Md., a few hun- 
dred feet from the District of Columbia and 
beyond the jurisdiction of the local courts. 

For several years Maj. Armes and his 
affairs have been before the public. From 
the statement of his wife in the divorce 
proceedings it appears that Maj. Armes has 
not properly supported her or their eight 
children, although he is owner of property 
adjacent to the National Capitol valued at 
a quarter of a million dollars. 

So far as can be learned at the War De- 
partment there is no purpose to codperate 
with the civil courts in the proceedings 
against Maj. Armes for failure to comply 
with the orders of the District Court in the 
pending proceedings for divorce, which have 
resulted in an order for his arrest for con- 
tempt and the sequestration of his estate. 
Ever since the former order was issued by 
Judge Hagner, before whom the cause is 
pending, Maj. Armes has been. beyond the 
jurisdiction of the court and has boasted 
that he will circumvent the courts. A day 
or two before the issue of the order placing 
his estates in the hands of a sequestrator, 
Maj. Armes met several of his tenants at 
the Takoma Park Hotel by agreement, and 
perfected arrangements for the payment at 
once of the rent of the premises occupied by 
them, mostly suburban residences, for the 
remainder of the present season. In: cele- 
bration of his success in this matter, it is 
said, he entertained his tenants with a fine 
dinner at the hotel, having thus, it is said, 
secured a goodly supply of ready funds and 
at the same time having apparently fore- 
stalled the execution of the mandate of Me 
court for the collection of his rents for 
several months to come. It is understood 
the Major has decided to return to the neigh- 
borhood of the St. Lawrence for a season of 
fishing and hunting.

Miss Emma Seward, daughter of Joseph B. 
Seward, one of the oldest residents in Forty- 
seventh street, was last night taken to the 
County Hospital under a physician’s certifi- 
cate of insanity, and Miss Edith Foster, a 
boarder at Mr. Seward’s home, was placed 
under arrest at the Hyde Park Police Station 
on a charge of disorderly conduct. 

The public disturbance occurred about 3:30 
o’clock near Greenwood avenue and Forty- 
seventh street. -A screaming, struggling 
young woman in ‘the arms of two old men, 
with a middle-aged woman assisting to hold 
her, formed a spectacle sufficient to attract 
the first street crowd the suburb has seen 
in many months. 

At the height of the-<difficulty a second 
young woman, closely veiled, appeared, and 
the police were called. But when the officers 
arrived they contented themselvés with look- 
ing on, and the principals in the scene finally 
retreated to Mr. Seward’'s residence, No. 190 
Forty-seventh street. The-arrest and trip 
to the hospital occurred later in the evening. 


Wild Rumors Quickly Spread. 


From the street scene, which none of the 
spectators understood, wild rumors began to 
spread, and last evening all Kenwood was 
standing about in groups telling the marvel- 
ous things which had happened. The veiled ’ 
woman, according to report, was a, gipsy 
from the encampment at Forty-seventh 
street and Western avenue, who had hypno- 
tized Miss Seward, the young woman, and 
was abducting her. Then, according to 
rumor, the gipsy had fled, leaving the young 
woman in the hypnotic state, and the police 
were scouring the neighborhood for her. 

According to the principals in the case, 
however, the facts are as follows: 

Miss Foster is a young working woman 
who was formerly employed in a photo- 
graphic studio in Fifty-third street. One day 
she inhaled ammonia fumes by mistake and 
was made so ill that she had to retire from 
work for several weeks. ~She obtained 
board at Mrs. Seward’s house and soon was 
acquainted with the daughter. The latter 
became closely attached to her and an in- 
timacy Sprung up which was distasteful to 
the parents. This has grown so strong, the 
old folks say, that their daughter obeyed 
Miss Foster’s least beck and call and acted 
as if she were in a perpetual hypnotic state. 

Yesterday Miss Foster left the house and 
went to the city for a few hours. She had 
not been gone long when the daughter de- 
cided to follow her. The parents objected 
and had to use force to keep her from leav- 
ing. 

mn the midst of the scuffle on the street in 
front of the house Miss Foster alighted from 
an electric car and appeared on the scene. 

G. W. Binford, an ex-Captain of the Hyde 
Park Police and the grandfather of the girl, 
immediately called for the officers and tried 
to have Miss Foster arrested as the cause of 
the trouble. But the police refused to inter- 
fere and the whole party repaired to the 
house. 

Writes a Certificate of Insanity. 


Later in the evening Dr. George F. Wash- 
burne was called. He wrote out a certificate 
of insanity for Miss Foster, stating that she 
had tried to commit suicide on several occa- 
sions, and he believed her to be dangerous to 
the public welfare. This certificate, how- 
ever, was not sufficient to secure Miss Fos- 
ter’s arrest, and so Capt. Binford swore out 
a warrant charging her with disorderly con- 
duct. This the Hyde Park police executed 
early in the evening, and Miss Foster spent 
the night at the station. 

Later in the evening Dr. Washburne de- 
cided Miss Seward was also insane and 
should be taken in charge by the city offi- 
cilals. He made out a certificate and took 
her to the Detention Hospital. 

According to Capt. Binford the afternoon's 
episode was undoubtedly due to plans of a 
double suicide. Miss Foster, he said, ever 
since her accident at the photographic studio, 
was subject to suicidal mania, and barely 
had been prevented by Miss Seward from 
drowning herself on one previous occasion. 

Miss Foster was visited last evening by 
her physician, Dr. A. R. Small, who attend- 
ed her when poisoned by ammonia fumes. 
He gave it as his opinion that the young 
woman was perfectly sane and was a victim 
of misrepresentation. 

From the evidence in the case, as presented 
Justice Foster thought the girl was being 
impoged upon,,and said he would give her a 
careful examination today. 

Miss Seward is an only daughter. She is 
17 years old and is the idol of her parents, 
who are now past middle age. During her 

mmar school career she showed signs 
of unusual brilliancy and intelligence. Later 
she was sent to the Soper Oratorical School “ 
and was one of two or three to contest for 
first honors in the institution. Her parents 
think it was over-devotion to her studies 
which first put too severe a strain on her 
mind. Then came the acquaintance with 
Miss Foster. 
Dr. Washburne believes the trouble will 


that attracted every eye. Then Morrissey 
bought a stable of race-horses and for a 
year or more was the envy of less successful 
horsemen on the leading tracks.

This 
brought fourth a storm of disapproval from 
the latter, during which a few blows and 
many angry words were exchanged among 
the foreigners, who could hardly be pre- 
vented by the more peaceful men from en- 
gaging in a general free fight. 


Ejectment Order Issued. 


Eventually orders were given to put out 
the disturbers of the peace, and when some 
show of doing so was made something like 
order was once more restored and the debate 
was resumed. 

After further speeches for and against the 
admission of Anarchists it was agreed that 
properly accredited Anarchists, including 
Leuise Michel, should be permitted to be 
present at the debate. 

After several hours of additional discus- 
sion the Congress, voting by nationalities, 
upheld the Zurich resolution by 18% to 2%, 
the effect of which is to exclude Anarchists 
from the congress. 

During the voting there was another scene 
of the greatest excitement. Fierce shouting 
and yelling, mingled with scuffling and 
threatening, prevailed among the foreigners 
and probably served as much as anything 
else to harden the hearts of the Englishmen 
against admitting the Anarchist element.to 
the deliberations of the International Secial- 
ist and Trade Union Congress. 

» American Objected To. 

When the congress reassembled after 
lunch the members of the American section 
objected to the presence of a delegate from 
the New York Hack-Owners’ Union, on the 
ground that the latter belonged to the mid- 
dleman class. 

The delegate protested against this treat- 
ment, reminding the assemblage that he 
had come 38,500 miles to vote, and saying 
that the members of the New York Hack- 
Owners’ Union were working -men as they 
drove their own cabs. He threatened to go 
back to the United States and tell the peo- 
ple there how he had been treated. 

After further discussion, it was decided, 
amid cheers, to admit this delegate, and the 
congress again adjourned amid _ disorder, 
arising from the question whether MM. 
Jaures, Lilleraud, and Viviani, the French 
Socialists, should be. allowed to vote in the 
Congress. ~ 

Several of the delegates objected to their 
presence, declaring that the men mentioned 
did not represent the French peasants; they 
were not properly accredited. 

M. Jaures succeeded in making a speech, 
during which he tried to prove to the dele- 
gates that he was justified in voting, and a 
vete in regard to his admission was about to 
be taken when there was another uproar, 
and a FrencHwoman mounted a table and 
commenced a fiery harangue. Her remarks, 
however, were inaudibie, amid the general 
din caused by the series of repeated dis- 
putes,which had arisen on all sides. 

Finally, Herr Singer, the Chairman, after 
strenuous endeavors to restore order, ad- 
journed the congress in disgust. 


AWFUL CONDITION OF THE CURANS. 
Driven to the Cities Where They Dic 
of Hunger. 

Key West, Fla., July 28.—[{Special.]—The 
situation in Cubais growing worse. Accord- 
ing to advices received here the insurgents 
are destroying trains by dynamiteand burn- 
ing sugar estates, while Spaniards continue 
to burn the houses of Cuban peasants. Offi- 
cial reports show the Spaniards burned near- 
ly 5,000 homes in the last week. In many 
cases these homes were occupied by women, 

the men being in the insurgent army. 

This campaign of the torch which Weyler 
has inaugurated is forcing the country peo- 
ple into the cities, where they are dying by 
scores of hunger and disease. 

Many of the refugees die from exhaustion 
before they reach thecities. The Fernandez 
family, consisting of father, mother, and 
six little children, were driven from their 
home by Spaniards last week, and the house 
burned. The family started for Matanzas 
on foot. They were five days on the way, 
and for three days were without food. Four 
of the children died of hunger and exhaus- 
tion, and the parents carried the little 
corpses in their arms, On the fifth day, 
when about six miles from Matanzas, the

CROPS INJURED BY 100 MUCH RAIN 


Grain in Shock Rotting and Sprouting 
{im Some Sections — Favorable 
Week for Growing Crops. 


Washington, D. C., July 28.—The weekly 
crop report issued by the Weather Bureau 
Says in part: 


In the States of the central valleys and on’ 


the Atlantic and east Gulf coasts the week 
has been very favorable for all growing 
crops, but excessive rains to some extent 
retarded farm work, especially thrashing, 
and caused much injury to grain Yn shock. 
Heavy rains have also injured crops in the 
Ohio Valley,’ especially in West Virginia, 
where local freshets have been very destruct- 
ive. Spring wheat has experienced 
favorable weather conditions in Min- 
nesota and South Dakota, and the early 
sown has somewhat improved in North 
Dakota, but in that State late sown did 
not head and is being plowed under. Spring 
wheat harvest will begin in Minnesota about 
Aug. 1. The general condition of tobacco 
continues good, although damaged to some 
extent in Kentucky and Tennessee. Cutting 
is in progress in Maryland. 

Illinois—The excessive rainfall has caused 
injury to wheat, oats, and rye in shock, 
producing sprouting, mold, and rotting. 
The largest part of the crop, however, was 
stacked or thrashed previous to the rain. 
Corn except on low lands is doing finely. 
Broom corn, second crop clover, pastures, 
late potatoes, and gardens have been much 
benefited by rains. 

Wisconsin—The rains have been beneficial 
to pastures, corn, and new seeding. Har- 
vesting is about completed in southern and 
middle sections and is being pushed in north- 
ern. Oats are not as good as expected on 
account of damage by rust and insects. 
Corn is doing well. The army worm is 
spreading, but for the whole State the per- 
centage of damage is not great. 

Minnesota—Week favorable for small 
grain but checked corn growth; late crops 
need rain. Oats, wheat, and flax harvest 
begun. Army worms damaging in south- 
eastern and other insect pests in central 
counties. 

North Dakota—Some improvement in early 
sown wheat; late sown not headed and being 
plowed under. Harvesting of other crops 
progressing. Wheat harvest will begin about 
Aug. 1. 

South Dakota—Unripened grain and later 
crops much improved. Corn greatly bene- 
fited and promises well. Oats harvest ad- 
vanced: wheat harvest becoming general 
and good crop reported.

States Penitentiary were being worked on 
the prison farm on the Fort Leavenworth 
reservation this afternoon when they be- 
came mutinous and made a break for lib- 
erty. The guards started shooting as soon 
as the prisoners ran, and nearly all the 
convicts dropped on the ground to avoid be- 
ing killed. 

George Yeast, the leader of the outbreak, 
refused to surrender, and tried to get in 
some brush. Six loads of buckshot were 
emptied into him, and he received death 
wounds. Yeast is an Indian Territory des- 
perado. 8. F. Dove refused to stop running 
until he was shot in the hip and abdomen, 


and was knocked down with the butt end ° 


of a pistol. His wounds may prove fatal. 
Sam Mills gained the Missouri River bank, 
and was about to jump in when he was shot 
in the left leg and badly wounded. : 
Many of the prisoners from the Terri- 
tories have been breaking away when taken 
outside the walls, and the guards had be- 
come tired of it. The prisoners shot were 
long-term Territory horse thieves with bad

In fact the stories told by the men regarding 
the condition of their half rations of meat 
are revolting, and fully account for the fact 
that most of them preferred to march back 
to Camp Lincoln half-famished rather than 
attempt to eat the food that was placed 
before them. It was mainly on account of 
this that the hospital reports contain over 
fifty new names. Another result was that 
stragglers from Col. Bennett’s command 
were coming into camp all the morning and 
until.late in the afternoon, large numbers of 
the men having become too much exhausted 
from hunger and the heat to take | 
the engagement, and. being compelled. to 
make their way back to camp by easy stages 
as best they could.

The reports of the army engineers in charge

EIGHT DIE IN THE FLOOD. 


CLOUDBURST BRINGS. DEATH TO 
CECIL, PA. 


Samuel McKinney’s Boarding-House Is 
Swept Away by a Raging Run 
While the. Inmates Are Preparing 
for a Dance—Structure Is Unroofed 
and Demolished by a Bridge—Two 
Brave Rescuers Lose Their Lives 
Trying to Save Others. i 


Pittsburg, Pa., July. 28.—Eight persons 
were drowned in the flood last night. Seven 
of these met death at Cecil, a mining and 
oil hamlet in Washington County, the eighth 
victim going down at Carnegie. 

Samuel McKinney kept a boarding-house 
at Cecil for the accommodation of oil men 
and miners. The house was situated on the 
banks of Miller’s run, a tributary of Char- 
tiers Creek. Ordinarily the run which flows 
through a valley banked by high and steep 
hills would scarcely float a chip, but last 
night a cloudburst filled it in its closely con- 
fined quarters to such an extent that every- 


' stones. From all-directions come reports 


of farmers finding their cattle, hogs, sheep, 
and chickens lying dead in the flelds. 

Thus far no news of great loss of life has 
been received, but numerous reports of iso- 
lated drownings and deaths from lightning

CHICAGO BANKS DEPOSIT $605,000 IN

Less than $250,000 Yet to Be Turned

There were thirteen people in the McKin- 
ney house when the water commenced to 
rise at 9:30 o’clock last night, but no serious 
danger was apprehended. The men busied 
themselves carrying the household goods to 
the second floor, and the feminine portion 
of the household continued their dressing 
for the dance which was being held in a 
neighboring hall. Suddenly the house, a 
two-story frame, was washed from its foun- 
dation into the seething waters and rapidly 
carried down stream. It was then too late 

ny one in the house to escape. 

“Below the site of the house, about 200 
yards, stands an old-fashioned country 
bridge which spans the stream. The house 
crashed against this structure, the roof was 
torn off, and the rest of the building was 
crushed like an egg shell in being forced un- 
der the structure. 

G. C. Higgins and W. B. Whitner were 
caught between the first and second floors. 
Higgins died there, but Whitney .made a 
most miraculous escape. 

Those on the second floor were squeezed. 

‘Just below the bridge the wreckage of the 
house stuck on a sand bar with those of the 
party who were still alive, clinging to the 
pieces with scarcely a hope of being rescued. 

Brave Rescuer Killed. 

Thomas Hayes, Vincent Wilkenson, and 
others formed a rescuing party. After as- 
sisting’ in several rescues Wilkinson heard 
a cry for help from the opposite side of the 
stream; and notwithstanding the extreme 
hazard attached to the attempt the brave 
fellow made an effort to swim across with 
a rope. When about half way over a log 
struck him oan the head and broke his neck. 
His body was found several yards below, 
lodged in a tree. 

Clyde Beatty was another hero of the dis- 
aster who lost his life. He made strenuous 
efforts to save Margaret McKinney and 
Jennie Holmes, and had them lodged ina 
tree when a wave came along and swept all 
three to death. Beatty had several oppor- 
tunities to save himself, but refused to leave 
his weaker companions. 

Those of the unfortunate party who were 
rescued were taken from the branches of 
trees and portions of the wrecked house. 
Those who lost their lives were either 
crushed in the wreckage or knocked insen- 
sible by rapidly floating logs, making them 
an easy prey for the raging torrent. The 
bodies have all been recovered: 

Wright, the colored liveryman, while at- 
tempting to drive across a bridge at Murray 
Hill, was caught by the high water of Char- 
tiers Creek, near Carnegie, and drowned. 


Much Damage Elsewhere. 


Dispatches from all points report heavy 
damage from the storm and many narrow 
escapes, but fortunately no more fatalities. 

At Ellwood, Lawrence County, the pump- 
ing station was struck by Hghtning and 
Charles Mitchell, the engineer, paralyzed. 
His condition is critical. : 

At Turtle Creek a new house was struck 
by lightning and demolished. 

Four children who had sought shelter in 
the house from the storm escaped injury.

At West Newton the buildings of the West 
Newton Ground Cement, and Lime com- 
pany were crushed like egg shells by falling 
débris from the overhanging cliffs. Theloss 
will amount to several thousand dollars. 

At Penn Station a two-story house be- 
longing to John Driestadt was demolished. 
The family was not hurt. 

The greatest damage, however, was in 
Washington County, which was the scene 
of this morning’s cloudburst. 

Hundreds of bridges have been washed 
away and traffic has been suspended on the 
Washington and Waynesburg railroad. In 
the oil fields an enormous amount of oil was 
lost through breaking of mains, and scores 
of rigs were demolished. e 

At Claysville houses were unroofed, trees 
uprooted, and many buildings are wrecks. 
The United Presbyterian Church and the 
Claysville High School building suffered the 
severest loss here, being struck by lightning 
and wrecked. Reports brought in from the 
surrounding country state that the storm 
has wrought great destruction for miles 
around. In some places houses were re- 
moved from their foundations, but no fur- 
ther loss of life is yet reported. Many 
houses and barns were struck by the light- 
ning. 

A late dispatch from McDemnald states that

Surgeons Come to the Relief of Po- 
liceman O'Malley. 

After the surgeons had probed in vain tu 
find a bullet in the heel of Policeman John 
O'Malley the missile was finally located by 
means of an X ray photograph and easily re- 


moved. 

Policeman O'Malley, who Its attached to 
the Maxwell Street Station, was accident- 
ally shot six weeks ago while arresting 
George Shine, suspected of having been one 
of the Klein store yobbers. The foot swelled 
up to three times ff natural size, and O’ Mal- 
ley stood a good chance of being crippled for 
life. 

Dr. J. G. McKee then decided to havean X 
ray photograph made of his patient’s foot 
in the hopes that it would reveal the where- 
abouts of the bullet. The foot was placed 
on a plate and a photograph was taken by 
Paul Brecht. After an exposure of thirty- 
ve minutes the bullet was found. The ex- 
posure was made on the flat side of the foot, 
and showed the bullet imbedded deep in the 
bone, just below and behind the ankle. 

Which surface the bullet lay nearest the 
photograph did not show, and consequently 
the doctors cut from the Ieft side, when, if 
they had made the incisions from the right 
the bullet could have been reached more 


readily.

FRANCE has on her hands 434 1-3 millions 
of legal tender silver coined at the ratio of 
15% to 1. It Is consequently more over- 
valued than is the American silver. While 
France has been able to keep all this silver 
at gold par by refusing to add to the quag- 
tity, her mints having been closed to that 
metal for many years, she seems to be de- 
sirous to get rid of a little of what she has, 
All the two and one franc pieces coined prior 
to 1866 are being demonetized. The gov- 
ernment will take them back, but only at 
their intrinsic value—about half what the 
government issued them at. This action is 
creating much indignation, but the govern- 
ment insists the holders must stand the loss. 
The United States “has been more just or 
generous. It redeemed the trade dollars in 
legal tender silver dollars, though the 
former, which were coined for the benefit of 
the silver mine owners, were worth at the 
time only 75 or 80 cents, and never had been 
guaranteed by the government as the silver 
dollars are. ) '

THE International Socialist Labor and 
Trades Union Congress opened its. sessions 
on Monday last.in London. The entire 
morning’s session was occupied with a de- 
bate which at once grew into a wild wrangle 
whether the Anarchist delegates should 
be allowed to remain. Pandemonium broke 
loose, delegates shrieked and howled like in- 
sane persons.

BRYAN MUST EXPLAIN. 

Gold will not circulate in this country if, 
silver is coined in unlimited quantities at the 
ratio of 16 to 1. No free silverite says it 
will. Some of them, like Bland, say explic- 
itly that it will not, and that gold will be 
driven out of the country. 

Bryan neither aftirms nor denies. He is 
not as outspoken as Bland, and confines him- 
self to assertions regarding crowns of thorns 
and crosses of gold, figures of speech in- 
vented by other men. He knows, however, 
whether he admits it or not, that the free 
coinage of silver will end the coinage and 
circulation of gold. 

But as silver alone will circulate the mone- 
tary system of the country will be a silver 
monometallic system. The only coined dol- 
lar which will be seen by Americans will be 
the silver dollar. Its value for purchasing 
purposes will not and cannot be more than 
that of the commercial value of the 871\% 
grains of silver it contains. 

Bryan knows that to be true, for he said 
himself in 1893 that— 

While the government can say that a given 
weight of gold or silver shall constitute a dollar 
and invest that dollar with legal tender qualities, 
it cannot fix the purchasing power of the dollar. 

The mere say so of the government cannot 
give to 371% grains of coined silver double 
the purchasing power it has when uncoined. 
‘Bryan understands that perfectly. He has 
‘no belief that the freely coined silver dollar 


+ Of 371% grains will buy a@s.much as the gold 


dollar, or the present silver dollar, kept at 
par with it, does-now. 

Therefore, since Bryan favors the estab- 
lishment of a@ silver standard of valuefind a 
circulating medium worth only half that in 
use now he ought to explain why he wants it. 
There has been enough empty talk about 
crosses and crowns, about the “ En- 
glish plutocracy”’ and the grandeur and 
glory of the United States. It is time 
for Bryan to get down to business. 

He is determined to have a dollar with a 
purchasing power .of about 53 cents. It is 


The North and West [| for him to explain, if he can, how that kind 


of dollar will benefit the business interests 
of the country; how it ean add to the pur- 
chasing power of the wages of men in fac- 
tories and stores or of farm hands, of clerks 
and bookkeepers, railroad employés, servant 
girls, and all who receive salaries or wages. 

When he makes his speech in New York 
two weeks hence accepting the Popocratic 
nomination he must show clearly wherein 
all those people are to be benéfited by the 
change from the 100-cent dollar they get now 
to Bryan’s 58-cent dollar.

A correspondent wants to know what the 
President of the Connecticut Mutual Life 
Insurance company means when he states 
in a letter to policy-holders: 

Our contracts with you agree to pay to your 
families so many dollars. 

There has never been any doubt what was 
intended thereby, but should we come upon a 
silver basis your policies would for the present 
be paid in dollars worth to your families ofly 
about 50. cents, and the great bulk of them would 
probably be paid in dollars worth not more than 
from 25 to 35 cents. - 

The correspondent says it is| known the 
bullion value of 37144 grains of silver never 
will go as low as 25 or 35 cents and that the 
assertion by the life insurance man that it 
will casts discredit on all his statements, 

The President of the Connecticut Mutual 
{is not as far out of the way as the critic 
thinks. He does not mean te be understood 
as alleging that the bullion value of the sil- 
ver dollar will sink to 25 or 35 cents. He 
knows. that will not happen. 

What he does mean is that if silver dol- 
lars are coined free, in unlimited quantities, 
the next step will be to resort to the issue of 
legal tender fiat scrip on such a scale that it 
will begin to depreciate almost immediately. 
Then policies now in force will be paid in 
shinplasters worth perhaps lesa ‘than 20 
cents on the dollar. 

Bryan is a Populist. The Nebraska Pop- 
ulist convention was.told by Judge Green, 
one of its members: “I know Mr. Bryan. 
I know him personally. He is my friend, 
and I say to you he is as true a Populist as 
you or 4.”’ 

The Populist platform demands “a nation- 
al money, issued by the General Govern- 
ment, to be a fuil legal tender for all debts, 
public and private.”

The river 
was swollen far beyond the capacity of the 
pumps at Bridgeport, and the stream of 
sewage ran lakeward, even reaching the 
four-mile crib. This is regarded by the 


and has given’ rise to the special note of 
niarm. Prof. Kennicott, in a statement 
published yesterday, says: 

The great danger to the people's health when 
sewage reaches the drinking water supply arises 
from the possibility of taking typhoid bacteria 
into the system and other bacteria, which wi!l 
produce intestinal disorders. I don’t remember a 
time when things were quite as bad as they are 
now. The water at the_four-mile crib was con-

night, and the Commissioners now have four | 


months in which to accept or reject the ordi- 
nance. There can be little doubt that they 
will accept it, and that under their adminis- 
tration the people not only will have one of 
the finest parks in the world, but will have 
it at much earlier date than if the city had 
undertaken to complete the work. 

There are but two conditions attached to 
the ordinance,.and as these conditions are 
easy of fulfillment nothing should stand in 
the way of their acceptance. One of these 
is a grant to the Field Columbian Museum 
corporation of the right to erect a perima- 
nent building for its purposes upon a site 
in the park 1,300 feet in length by 900 feet 
in width, the west line of which will be 225 
feet east of the Lilinois Central right of way, 
the center line to be the center line of Con- 
gress street extended. Work upon the new 
building must be bégun within one year from 
the date of the ordinance. It is further 
added that whether the Commissioners ac- 
cept the park or not this portion is set aside 
for the museum. The second condition is 
that that portion of the park lying east of 
the east line of the Illinois Central right of 
way and north of the north line of Monroe 
street extended to the outer seawall shall 
be reserved as & parade ground and as a site 
for the use of the local] militia. 

Neither of these conditions should be al- 
lowed to stand in the way of acceptance by 
the Commissioners, and probably neither 
will. There will still remain ample area for 
a park proper and landscape decoration in 
the way of walks, lawns, trees, flowers, and 
waterways. What the South Park Com- 
missioners can do in the making of parks 
has been shown at Jackson, Washington, 
and the Midway Plaisance, and the effect 
will be still further heightened by the mag- 
nificent building which will be erected as 
the future home of the Columbian Museum. 

Fortunately no doubt remains that this 
museum will be built, and that it will be one 
of the most elegant structures in the United 
States. Those in Mr. Marshall Field’s con- 
fidence*have notified the Mayor to that ef- 
fect. The architect, Mr. Burnham, to 
whom so much of the credit for the beauty 
of the White City belongs, informed him 
that it would require $2,000,000 to erect the 


-museum, and Mr. Higinbotham further de- 
|.clared that Mr. Field, without naming any 


specified sum, would give whatever-money 
was necessary for the construction of suit- 
able buildings. Upon this point, indeed, 
there is no room for aloubt. It has been 
known for some time that Mr. Field was dis- 
satisfied with the present location of the 
museum, as it is too far away from the cen- 
tral part of the city, and with the building 
itself, as it is rapidly crumbling and is not 
adapted in any event for the museum uses, 
Mr. Field intends this museum as his monu- 
ment, and he will do all in his power, not 
only to bring it within easy access for all 
the people of the city, but also to make ita 
permanent structure. 

Mr. Field is at present in Europe, and 
will not return until fall. The Commis- 
sioners have until fall to accept the ordi- 
nance. When that is done Mr. Field un- 
questionably will be prepared to make the 
contribution which will insure a beautiful 
and enduring monument to his memory and 
public spirit, to take the place of the rapidly 
disintegrating building now in: Jackson 
Vark, which so short a time ago was the 
crowning beauty of the Columbian Expo- 
sition. 3 

Assuming that the Commissioners will ac- 
cept the park the great work of the future 
becomes at once apparent. It should be con- 
nected directly with Jackson Park and Lin- 
coln Park by a shore drive, thus completing 
the boulevard girdle of the city, and giving 
to the people of Chicago the most beautiful 
and extensive park system in the country. 


BRYAN STILL RETICENT. 

Bryan still declines to state whether Wat- 
son or Sewall is to be his partner. He is 
still mum as to the features of the Pop- 
ulist platform which he does not approve. 

He indefinitely expresses the ucmoat con- 
fidencé “ that a wise and gratifying solution 
of the perplexing conditions will be present- 
ed and adopted in due and good time, and 
that the solution will be both honorable and 
satisfactory to all parties.” 

Sewall assumes the “solution” will 
make him the sole candidate. Watson is 
equally confident that the only honorable 


and satisfactory solution possible is one 


which recognizes his superior claints; Each 
of them would feel somewhat easier in mind 
if Bryan would speak out and say what his 
scheme is, 

That he will not do. He will leave the 
matter entirely in the hands of a Popocrat 
National committee which he controls and of 
a Populist National committee which is 
subservient to him. He will accept-any so- 
lution they may suggest, but that solution 
will have been dictated to the committee 
by Bryan and his friends. 

In the meantime Sewall can gO on con- 
tributing money, and Watson can Zo on 
contributing’ speeches, each confident that 
“in due and good time” the other will be 
sold out. | 


THE THREE SINS OF BOIES. 

Gov. Boies says he was guilty of thege 
sins, which made it impossible for him to 
-get a nomination at Chicago. 

He indorsed Cleveland’s course in making 
Debs get off the railroad tracks. That was 
an unpardonable offense in the eyes of men 
like Altgeld. 

A few years ago Boies suggested that the 
mints be thrown open to the free coinage 
of silver, but that the legal tender quality 
be limited to a sum large enough to cover 
the ordinary transactions of the people. 
That was brought up against him in the con- 
‘vention, and his suggestion was called 
“treason to silver.” 

Finally, when the Iowa convention met 
this year, Boies suggested a plank to the 
effect that if free coinage at the ratio of 16 
to 1 did not work well the party would es- 
tablish a new: ratio. This was denounced 
as“ treason to 16 to 1.” 

These were the three sins which cost him 
the nomination. He does not repent of any 
of them, least of all does he regret his in- 
dorsement of Cleveland’s course in the Debs 
matter. 

The tone of Boies’ letter does not indicate 
‘that he is going to be an enthusiastic sup-

: porter of Bryan and the Popocratic plat- 


form he is running on. As that platform | 
indorses Debs and is for 16 to 1 at all haz- 
ards, no matter what happens, Boies must 
feel he is not a good Popocrat. Ile may be 
expected to keep quiet during the campaign.

The Atlanta Constitution defends Altgeld 
editorially, and asserts that “ probably no 
man in the country has suffered more injus- 
tice at the hands of the press than Altgeld.” 

What it has to say would not be worth re- 
ferring to were it not that there are errors 
as to facts which are so gross they cannot 
have been intentional, and which the Con- 
stitution will correct,.no doubt, when its 
attention is called to them.

Barrett and Greenburg Both Take a 
Firm Stand. 

There is little likelihood that the row in 
the Associated Cycling Clubs will be settled 
at the meeting next Monday night.

.~He said they were put’ on to watch 
ket-sellers and takers merely as a 
precauWNon and protection to the associa- 
tion and that the committee had no intention 
of keeping any count on Mr. Greenburg or the 
Press committee, as he seems to think. Fred 
Gerlach, when asked what he thought of Mr. 
Greenburg’s refusal to make a report or 
account for any moneys received other than 
for tickets sold, said he thought Greenburg 
would make his report at the next meeting 
and anticipated no further delay in the mat- 
ter. 

Mr. Greenburg was asked if he was still 
determined not to make his report. until the 
apologies demanded: by; him were made. 
He reiterated his statement made at the 
meeting Monday evening and said positively 
that unless he received proper reparation. 
for the insult offered him and the imputa- 
tions against his integrity and honesty he 
would not make a report. 

Mr. Barrett’s assertion that the Race com- 
mittee had no intention of insulting Green- 
burg is borne out by another member of 
the committee, who yesterday made etate4 
ments substantially the same as those made 
by Barrett. The report will be called for at 
the meeting to be held Sunday night.

Disposed Of Before Judge Stein and 
Incarceration Soon Follows. 


When the habeas corpus case of John 
Orme, James Dempsey, Michael Monahan, 
and Jesse Thames, the four alleged robbers, 
was called before Judge Stein yesterday 
morning it was dismissed. Attorney J. 
R. Burres, representing the defense, an- 
nounced when the case was called that the 
petitioners would dismiss the application. 

Deputy Sheriff Carolan served capiases 
on the four youths under the. indictment 
found against them Monday, accusing them 
of burglary. Their bonds were fixed at 
$5,000 each. In default they were taken 
over t6 the County Jail. Orme was given 
cell No. 46; Dempsey, cell No. 70; Monahan, 
cell No. 75; and Thames, cell No. 50. 

The attorneys of the prisoners called 
upon them in the lawyers’ cage immediately 
after the youths reached the jail. Orme was 
angry and repeatedly pounded the top of 
a small desk with his clinched fist as he 
discussed the situation and declared his 
innocence. +. 

“Well, we forced the police to 46 what 
we wanted them to do,” said Orme, “ By 
that I mean we compelled them by getting 
an application for a habeas corpus writ to 
indict us. That is just what we have been 
longing for. Although we were pretty well 
treated over at the Central Police Station 
we were all anxious to be indicted, so ag 
to have our cases brought into court.” 

Thames said the views of Orme were 
precisely his. Dempsey and Monahan had 
nothing to say. Attorney Burres admitted 
the plan outlined by Orme would be carried 
out. The defense will seek to compel the 
prosecution to prove that the men have 
in any way violated the parole law. They 
feel sure that the police cannot make out a 
ease on the robbery charges.

DEFEATS OMAHA AND THEREBY 
CAPTURES CRICKET TOURNAMENT. 


Nebraska City and Minnesota Will 
Now Have to Play for Second Place 
—Home Players Prove Themselves 
Strong at All Points and Acquit 
Themselves with Distinction—Oma- 
ha Team Deserves Great Credit for 
Entering the Tournament. 


Omaha suffered defeat at the hands of 
Chicago in their championship game yester- 
day by an innings and 15runs. Théfirst an- 
nual tournament of the Northwestern Crick- 
et Association was thus captured by the 
local players, and Minnesota and Omaha 
will now have to play off for second place. 


It is a matter of extreme regret with all of” 


the cities represented in the present compe- 
tition that Winnipeg did not send a team, as 
it would have given three additional games, 
and was considered fully the equal of the 
best eleven that Chicago can produce. 

Omaha deserves great credit for entering 
the tournament, as cricket in that town 
does not flourish to the extent that it does 
in Chicago, and it has fewer men to 
choose from. In batting .yesterday it did 
not show up well, though the fact must be 
borne in mind. that the wicket was all in 
favor of the bowlers.

DECLINES IN ALL SECURITIES TRAD- 


ED IN ACTIVELY. 


Diamond Match, New York Biscuit,

The local market was weak yesterday, and 
there were declines in Diamond Match, New 
York Biscuit, West Chicago, North Chicago, 
and Lake Street. All of the stocks traded 
in actively went off during the day’s trading, 
and the close was not a satisfactory one 
to those who were on the long side of the 
market. New York set’ the pace with a mar- 
ket that fluctuated widely during the day 
and closéd weak. There were plenty of ex- 
planatiogs offered for yesterday’s weakness, 
the main’ one being the advance in interest 
rates and the tendency on the part of the 
holders of capital to retain it in their paos- 
session. Turning charges were much high- 
er than they were a month ago. The turn- 
ing charges on Diamond Match ran from 
8 to 81% points, on West Chicago from 1% to 
1% points, on North Chicago from 3 to 4 
pdints, and on New York Biscuit from 1 
to 2 points. It was not an easy matter to 
find money for. turning charges at what 
would be considered fair rates. There was 
considerable money to be had for this pur- 


| pose, but it was at rates of from 15 to 20 
, per cent, as compared with 10 per cent, the 


average rate for turning charges when the 
stocks were being turned from the June to 


the July account, , 

At the banks there was an advance in 
rates to 6 and 7 per cent for call and time 
loans. There were some call loans made 
during the day of 7 per cent, though 6 per 
ceht was the rate ordinarily asked and ob- 
tained. There were all sorts of disquieting 
rumors going the rounds during the day. 
Some of these were founded gn ract and 
others were not. Word came from New 
York of the lack of success in the placing 
of New York City bonds. An issue of 
$3,000,000 had-been advertised, and, though 
these bonds are considered gilt edged, bids 
were received for only 50 per cent of the 
amount to be sold. : 

Bonds Are in Little Demand. 


In the local market bonds have become a 
drug. While stocks are being actively trad- 
ed in the bonds are not considgged particular- 
ly desirable. A bond iscertainly preferable 
to a share of stock for thé reason that a 
bond is ahead of the stock in any corporation.

These trade dollars were 
not receivable for duties, taxes, etc., and

firmatively stated. The court, however, 
said that it expressly refrained rn oe 
pressing any opinion as to whether the ften- 
der of quarter-dollars coined under the act 
of 1853 would have been & sufficient tender or 
not, thus leaving the possibility that the 
court might hold a tender even in the short- 
weight subsidiary poin good. Thus was the 
cause of silver in an early day vindicated, 
and not only the consequences of the crime 
of 1853 averted, under the particular circum- 
stances, but encouragement held out that 
the immunity might, in a proper case, be 
given a still more comprehensive scope.

Leader of Parisian Society and Social 
" Sponsor of Gen. Boulanger—As 
Member of the Cabinet He Recovers 
Her Letters, Which Have Falien 
Into the Hands of the Police—Quick 
at Repartee, She Never Allows a 
Slight.to Go Unrebuked, —

be interested to learn that the multi-million- 
aire Vicomtesse de Tredern, who first sang 
this song in Paris and gave it the vogue 


which it enfoyed there, fs in this city and is 
‘staying at the Hotel Waldorf. 


She is one of the leaders of Parisian so- 


,,clety, the mother of the young Duke de 
‘Brissac, and she achieved considerable no- 


toriety some years ago as social sponsor of 
Gen. Boulanger. It was, on the occasion of 
his dining at her palace, in the Place de 
Venddme, to meet the select of the French 
aristocracy, that she sang for the first time 
in a voice which Gounod always declared to 
be the finest in Europe, either on or off the 
stage, the inspiriting strains of “ En reve- 
ad 

All sorts of stories are current regarding 
the origin of the social and financial support 


“which she gave to the Boulanger movement. 


The most widely credited version is that 
it Was attributable to sentiments of grat- 
itude to Gen. Boulanger, who had taken ad- 
vantage of his position as a member of the 
Cabinet to recover certain of her letters 
which had fallen into the hands of the police. 


Speculation as to the Letters.” 


Considerable speculation has always pre- 
vailed as to the character of this corre- 


- spondence, and it has even been alleged by 
the enemies of Mme. de Tredern that. it 


formed part of the extensive collection of 
letters bearing signatures of well-known 
leaders of Parisian society that were found 
in the possession of Pranzini, who, it may 
be remembered, died the death of a mur- 


'> \derer some eight years ago. But thfs may 


bo regarded as a calumny, and it is far more 


probable that the letters were of a political 


nature. - 

Mme. de Tredern, as one of the pecuntary 
backers of the Royalist cause, has been 
mixed up in.a-good many monarchical in- 
trigues, which at the time Boulanger was 
in office were looked upon by the French 
Government much more seriously than they 
are today. Whatever these letters may 
have been, Boulanger secured them and re- 
turned them to the Vicomtesse, who, as 
long as he continued in Paris, remained 
his tirm friend. ., ‘ ; 

Mme. de Tredern is the daughter and 
hetress of the great sugar refiner, Say, and 
‘married as her first husband the Marquis 
Roland de Brissac, eldest son of the late 
Duke of that ilk. At first her reception 


in the noble Faubourg 8t. Germain was 


frigid in the extreme. But she was en- 
djowed with great beauty, perfect self-pos- 
session, a sharp tongue, and a marvelous 
voice, all of which, combined with her great 
wealth and the cg mag 4 of her father- 
in-law, the- old c:' de. Brissac,, managed 
in thme to break down the barriers which 
nad/been_ raised against her. 
: Subjected to Slights. 

Many, however, were the slights to which 

he was subjected, but she rarely allowed 
“hem to pass by unrebuked. One day when 
‘she was serving tea to some of her hus- 
band’s friends a few drops fell on her dress. 
As she touched them with her handkerchief 
the Duc de Praslin, whose father committed 
sufcide in prison after being indicted for the 
murder of his wife, remarked: ‘“* Be careful, 
madame; sugar stains.’’ 

** Less than blood, my dear Duke,”’ replied 
the lovely Vicomtesse with the utmost cool- 
ness, whereupon the Duke blushed scarlet 
and beat a hasty retreat. 

The Marquis de Brissac was killed in bat- 


* tle during the Franco-German war, and his 


widow, with a haste that was taken much 
amiss by his relatives, married a Breton 
nobleman, the Vicomte de Tredern, from 
whom, however, she separated, after giving 
birth to three children. : : 

She then became reconciled to her first 
husband’s father, who took up his residence 
with her and died under her roof three years 

"ago, his ducal title being inherited by her 
#idest son, who is married to the daughter 
of Boulanger’s other fair and stanch friend, 
the Duchess d’Uzes.  - 

Mme. de Tredern has.been most liberal in 


devoting her fortune to the restoration of . 
the ducal house of Brissac, having entirely | 


veconstructed the magnificent Castle of Bris- 
sac, one of the finest monuments of its kind 
in France, of which she will remain the mis- 
tress until her death.

MRS. KATE CATON AND HER KNOWL-

Conducts a Stock Farm at Lansing 
and Prepares Horses for the Market 
—Is a Veterinary Physician and an 
Expert Trainer—Receives an Order 
for Nine Animals to Be Shipped to 
Russia for $30,000—She Is Not a New 
Woman.

of cream, a pinch’ of mace, half as much 
cloves and salt, and cayenne to taste; lay in 
the chicken and set over a very slow fire un- 
til hot through; now chop the whites of three 
hard-boiled eggs and add them to the chicken 
with the yelks mashed fine and mixed toa 
smooth paste.

Green corn stewed—It would seem a simple 
matter to stew green corn, and yet the dish 
may be spoiled by the manner of cutting it 
off the cob. A careless cook is apt to cut too 
closely or not close enough. Holding theear 
in the left hand, first score down the middle 
of each row, using avery sharp knife. Then 
proceed to cut the rows from the cob,-not, 
however, cutting close to the latter: after 
this with the back of the knife scrape the cob. 
This will extract all the sweet hearts or ker- 
nels of the grains and leave the hulls and 
husky portions adhering to the cob. Put 
over the fire with a little water, and when it 
has stewed for fifteen minutes and the water 
is nearly absorbed add enough cream to 
thoroughly moisten it, with butter, pepper, 
and salt to taste. When hot, serve. 

Gooseberry fool—Stew a quart of ripe 
gooseberries in a pint of water until tender: 
press through a sieve to keep back the skins 
and add a — of sugar, a tablespoonful of 
butter, and the beaten yelks of four eggs. 
Pour into glasses. Beat the whites until 
foaming, but not frothy, adding gradually 
two tablespoonfuls of powdered sugar. Con- 
tinue to beat until they will stand alone and 
wer g on top of the gooseberries. Serve very 
cold. 

Sunshine cake—Sift a cup (half a pint) of 
flour with a teaspoonful of cream of tartar. 
Beat the whites of eleven eggs until very

Temperature of the Perspiration 
Evaporating Against the Skin the 
Real Test of Heat, Not the Status 
of the Ordinary Thermeometer— 
Western Genius Devises a Scheme 
to Cool an Entire Community— 
Ohio.Man Pidns a Living Fountain. 


Why do we feel warm in the summer? 

The meteorologists at the National Weath- 
er Bureau lately made a revelation which 
revolutionizes our standards of measuring 
the heat which we feel against the surface 
of our bodies. We do net feel cool or warm 
in proportion to the reading of the ordinary 
thermometer. The difference in the tempera-~ 
ture which we feel is really the difference in 
the temperature of the perspiration evaporat- 
ing against the skin. Just as thé evapora- 
tion of ammonia makes water freeze, the 
evaporation of our perspiration makes us 
cooler or warmer. This temperature which 
we actually feel is known as our sensible 
temperature. If we want to know how hot 
we feel, not how hot the weather feels, ac- 
cording to this new theory, we must take our 
readings from a special form of thermometer 
whose bulb is always kept moist and in a 


state of evaporation. 
Thus to keep cool in summer we must create

to run an electric fan during the same time. 

Of course the ideal plan for keeping cool 
is to have a cooler in the cellar connecting 
in summer with the pipes and flues employed 
for distributing heat in the winter. Many 
minds are stewing over a means of perfecting 


cheap and compact coolers for such use. : 


Success will doubtless result in the line of 
coolers, utilizing evaporation processes, 


‘which may be operated as cheaply as heaters 
_In.winter, and which may be placed in in- 
dividual dwellings. , 


A Western inventor recently patented a 
scheme by which he claims he can artificially 
cool a whole community at little expense. 
At certain intervals he would erect skeleton 
towers, like windmill towers, each having an 
electric trolley wire running from bottom to 
top. The wire transports peculiarly made 
bombs to a shoot at the top, where they are 
exploded by electricity. The bombs contain 
liquefied carbonic acid gas, which, when 
liberated by the explosive, will instantly 
evaporate and severely chill the surrounding 
atmosphere. 

Another inventor, claiming to have solved 
the hot-wave problem, would construct a 
large gas envelope shaped like the section 
of an orange. Along the lower edge runsa 
thick pipe of aluminum thickly perforated, 
like the rear spout/f a street spririkler. To 
this is connected a.those of light rubber or 
other material which may be screwed to a 
fire plug or spigot. At the ends of the gas 
envelope are cables fastened to carriages at 
either side containing pulley attachments. 
In dry weather this contrivance may be sent 
aloft, against the wind, if there be any, being 
controlled by the vehicles below. It can be 
directed over the tops of high buildings and 
high trees. 

A person owning such a device might go 
about the streets of the country read ped-

NEWS OF THE RAILWAYS. 


GRAIN RATES FROM WEST TO CHI- 
CAGO GET ANOTHER BLOW. 


Missouri Pacific Meets Fiat Rate of 
Nine Cents Announced by the Santa 
Fe—The Situation Becoming More 
Complicated and Likely to Result 
Disastrously—Fuall Explanation of 
the Trouble and the Steps That Are 
Likely to Follow—News Items. 


Grain rates from the West to Chicago re- 
ceived another knockdown yesterday. The 
Missouri Pacific met the flat rate of 9 cents 
from Missouri to Chicago announced by the 
Santa Fé the day before with a 4-cent rate 
from the Missouri River to St. Louis. 

This was in accordance with, the latter 
road's: policy to make the rate from the 
Missouri River to St. Louis 5 cents per 100 
pounds less than the rate frqgm Missouri 
River points to Chicago. The Chicago Great 
Western has for some time pasteheld to the 
principle of adding a 3-cent arbitrary rate 
on coarse grain and 4 cents on wheat, flour, 
and kindred products. to the proportional 
scale up to the Mississippi River from the 
West, in constructing proportional rates 
from the Missouri River to Chicago, and in 
accordance with that policy it announced 
last evening that it would make a propor- 
tional rate of 7 cents on corn, etc., from the 
Missouri River to Chicago and of 8 cents on 
wheat. 

It also announces a material reduction In 
the grain rates from Idwa points to Chi- 
cago and also to St. Paul-and Minneapolis. 
Other Chicago roads have not yet met this 
reduction and no.action will probably be 
taken by them until next Tuesday, when a 
meeting of executive officers of all the roads 
interested. will be held at Commissioner 
Midgley’s office to consider the'situation. 

If the Missouri Pacific should adhere toits 
policy and make the rate from the Missouri 
River to St. Louis 5 cents less than the rate 
to Chicago it will have to meet the Chicago 
Great Western's 7-cent rate on corn from the 
Missouri River to Chicago. with a rate of 2 
cents per 100 pounds from the Missouri 
River to St. Louis. 

The next move of the Chicago Great West- 
ern, if it should adhere to its principle, would 
checkmate the Missouri Pacific. By adding 
the 3-cent arbitrary to the 2-cent rate of tite 
Missouri Pacific the rate from the Missouri 
River to Chicago would.come down to Scents 
per 100 pounds, which is the exact amount of 
the differential the Missouri Pacific claims 
for St. Louis. 

In' that event the Missouri Pacific will no 
doubt ‘retaliate by making a further reduc- 
tion in the rate from the Missouri River to 
New Orleans, which rate is now 10 cents per 
100 pounds. 3 

The. present combat between the Western 
roads will be hard toadjust. It was brought 
about by the diversion of the corn and wheat

This class of investments has always been 
sought by careful men who have wished to 
secure to their families a competency be- 
yond the reach of ordinary casualties. Our 
savings banks, our trust companies, insur- 
ance companies, and other institutions, 
where security has been of more importance 
than large returns, have fnvariably regarded 
this class of loans as the safest modes of 
investment. The consequence has been that 
comparatively low rates of interest have 
been allowed on real properties, and persons 
undertaking building operations are reason- 
ably sure of getting such moneys as they 
may need to carry on their work, with the 
result of.a continuous activity in building 
operations in our cities. 

In considering the effect of the action of 
the free silver party in this campaign, it may 
be-well to look at what they propose in addi- 
tion to free coinage. They suggest not only 
opening our mints to free coinage at 16 to 1, 
but they propose to pay off government 
bonds in silver as well as gold, which would, 
under their administration, mean silver; but 
they go farther and woulda interfere with 
private contracts in this matter, as is stated 
in their platform: ‘‘ We demand that the 
standard silver dollar shall be a full legal 
tender, equally with gold, for all debts, pub- 
lic and private, and we favor such legislation 
as will prevent for the future the demoneti-

private contract.’’. In other words, they 
would pass. legislation that would prevent 
the insertion of “ gold clauses’’ or other 
conditions that would secure to the one 
making the loan He possibility of so wording 
his bond as to secure the return of money 
equally good with that he loans, a manifest 
injustice that must react upon those seeking 
to borrow, and prevent to a large extent, if 
once put in force, the obtaining of loans, and

It is argued that free coinage will bring 
Silver back to its old commercial value, or 
equal to the proportion of 16 to 1.

we may look upon this measure as one that 
will not raise silver in price, but effectually 
drive out gold’ and reduce the value of all 
other securities—in other words, give us a 
53-cent dollar in place of a 100-cent dollar. 
And to make an application of this change 
to the real estate and building interests, we 
should find it would create the most violent 
revolution in real values and effectually stop 
building operations. This is apparemt from 
a review of the manner in which these loans 
are held. 

A large proportion of the loans, in New 
York at least, are running,‘as it were, at the 
option of the mortgagor, and are subject to 
call at any time—at first borrowed for one 
year, three years, and in some instances 
for five years, after which they have been 
allowed to run on by, mutual consent. The 
question arises, how would the lender regard 
this matter should he be faced with a free 
coinage bill which would make a 53-cent 
dollar legal tender for the amount of his 
loan? There would seem to be but one course 
to pursue, to demand either the payment of 
| the loan or a new mortgage with a gold 
r clause; or could legislation such as is sug- 
gested in the silver plank be effected, he 
would have no other course left, did he 
wish to secure the original value of the loan, 
but to-compel payment by foreclosure if 
necessary. It needs no argument to show 
that such conditions would produce a real 
estate panic not only beyond anything we 
have ever known, but. passing the power of 
descri,..ion. Experience has already taught 
us that it dnes not take any great depres- 
sion in real values to prevent improvement 
of property, and we might well look for, un- 
der such conditions, an entire suspension of 
building operations and a blow to this in- 
dustry which years would not repay. 

However much capital might suffer from 
the enactment of a free silver coinage law 
the effect on the operator, mechanic, and 
laborer would be even more disastrous. It 
would result in labor disturbances whose 
magnitude and riotous ferocity would sink 
the worst in our past history intd insignift | 
cance. 

When we consider the effect In 1893 of the 
suggestion of silver ‘payments and the check 
it placed upon architectura] and engineering 
works, we can form a slight conception of the 
effect of so revolutionary a measure as the 
free silver party desires to force upon us. 
The loss of work to architects in consequence 
has made the last three or four years, be- 
ginning with ‘93, dark days in professional 
memories, but these times would be re- 
membered as comparatively good when com- 
pared with such as would follow the success 
of the present silver party. And strange to 
say the advocates of these measures come 
from the States whose present public im- 
provements and great cities would have been 
impossible except for the aid of moneys bor- 
rowed from the East and Europe. No sec- 
tion of the country would actually suffer 
more than the West and South were they 
cut off from the moneyed centers of the 
world. Without the great loans they have 
been able to secure their country would be a 
wilderness still, and should they be with- 
drawn or cut off, the activity and “‘ hustle ” 
in which the Westerner takes so much pride 
would become a thing of the past. 

The great progressive callings of archi-. 
tecture and engineering would find their life 
blood drained by the measures these men ad- 
vocate. Our great building operations, en- 
gineering works, and transportation facili- 
ties depend on a stable money market and 
liberality in the matter of loans, and such de- 
pression of our currency and repudiatory 
measures as the silver party propose would 
result in the most disastrous consequences 
to such enterprises.—Exchange.

SETTLE SOFT COAL RATE TROUBLE. 


Advance in Rates Made Which Favors 
Chicago Roads. 


The trouble regarding soft coal rates from 
Illinois mines and from Chicago to points 
in Iowa, Minnesota, \and Dakota was settled 
yesterday. A scale of rates was adopted at 
a meeting of the Western Freight Associa- 
tion which is claimed to be favorable to the 
Chicago-St. Paul lines. 

A rate of 75 cents per ton has been in ef- 
fect from Duluth to St. Paul and Minneap- 
olis for some time past. This rate, added to 
the lake rates to Duluth, the Illinois roads 
claimed gave Hocking Valley coal quite an 
advantage over the coal from Illinois and 
Indiana mines, the rate from Chicago and 
Illinois points to Duluth and Minneapolis 
being $1.50 per ton. In consequence two of 


Washington, D. C., July 28.—[Special.]— 
Second Assistant Postmaster-General Neil- 
son and James E. White, L. T. Myers, and 
J. M. Masten of the Railway Mail Service

In the last postoffice appropriation bill 
was an item providing $150,000 for transpor- 
tation of mail by cableand electric car#on 
routes not exceeding twénty miles in length. 

Postmaster-General Wilson appointed the 
officials named above as a committee to in- 
vestigate and report on this subject, witha . 
view to-ascertaining a reasonable rate of 
compensation.

Several com- 
panies replied, and last month the repre- 
sentatives of the leading lines met the com- 
mittee at New York, and the subject was 
discussed. Asa result of their deliberations 
the Postoffice Department committee re- 
ported: 

“On account of the widely varying con- 
ditions, by reason of the difference in cost 
of labor, fuel, frequency of service, length of 
lines, Character of construction, character 
of motive power, and restrictions enforced 
by city ordinances, it is imp@ssible to fix a 
rate which would be equally remunerative 
to all companies. Same companies are 
allowed to run separate cars without con- 
ductors. Others are required to have 
a brakeman or guard on trailer railway 
postoffice cars, and some are required to 
have @ conductor and motorman. 

“On; account of the incidental protection 
which the transportation of mails affords 
us against obstructions to their lines, such 
as Street paving, sewer construction, proces- 
sions, and teams, the’ companies appear 
to be willing to perform service for the gov- 
ernment at lower rates:than they would be 
willing to accept from the public, and while 
rates submitted are in some cases below 
these to which the companies think they are 
entitled, we do not anticipate that they will 
refuse them. 

“As the cost of operating longer cars 
does not increase directly with the length, 
we would suggest that for space exceeding 
Sixteen feet, the rate should be one-half 
cent a mile a foot up to and including twermty 
feet, which would make the rate for a car 
ow feet inside measurement, 18 cents a 

e. 

“For trailers cars we would recommend 
the rate of one-half cent a car foot mile for 
twenty feet or less, and one-fourth cent a 
ed foot mile for space in excess of twenty 

eet. 

“We would recommend a rate of three 
cents a car mile for transporting mails in 
closed pouches, regardless of space occu- 
pied, which on most lines is inconsiderable. 
This rate, however, on roads of short mile- 
age, having few dispatches, would reduce 
the present compensation, which is solow as 
to cause much complaint and dissatisfaction 
on the part of the companies. 

“To provide for such cases we would 
recommend that the minimum compensation 
allowed such companies shall be as follows: 

“For lines performing 2,000 car miles of 
service or less, $150 a year; for lines per- 
forming not more than 3,500 miles, nor less 
than 2,000 miles, $175; for lines performing 
not more than 5,000 miles, nor less than °
